equal. He had the benefit of Samuel's 
sivice and godly 1'fe, which was of in- 
estimable value.

the very bleating of the sheep and the 
lowing of tbe herds betrayed him.

is always the way. It matters not 
what the crime may be, some excuse 
can be made for it. He then played 
the hypocrite by trying to make it 
pass as an act of devotion to God (v. 
15). He should have kn|>wn that things 
gained by disobedience to God are an 
•abomination to him. Offerings to God 
«f ill-gotten gains can never atone for 
•Ins of disobedience and neglect. Saul 
Jried to justify himself by pleading 
tfcat be was keeping the spirit of the 
commandment, while not literally car- 
rying out its requirement*. He has 
many successors today who do not be- 
Iteve in the literal interpretation ant!

BIG REDUCTION IN CHOLERA

Decrease in Swine Loss of 72 Per 


Cent Noted in Six Counties in 


North Carolina. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


An example of the benefit which 


may come to a community from the 
well-directed efforts of stale and fed- 
eral agencies, coupled with tbe co-op- 
eration of farmers, for the control of 
hog cholera is shown In a recent re- 
port of a veterinary Inspector of the 
bureau of animal industry. 


Hog cholera control work was in- 


augurated in six counties in the north- 
eastern section of North Carolina Au- 
gust 1, 1916. 
An Intensive campaign 


was carried on for a period of 14 
months. It included investigation pf 
reported outbreaks, demonstrations in { 
the use of serum and virus, and the 
disinfection 
of premises. 
As 
the 


services of practicing veterinarians 
were not available, a number of lay- 
men were trained in the adminlstra- 
tion of the serum treatment for chol- 
era. After that period of intensive 
activities the work was withdrawn to 
another section of the state, only gen 
eral supervision being given to the 
original area. 


During October a survey was made 


of the counties comprising tbe district 
in question, and a questionnaire was 
submitted to as many of the farmers 
as conld be reached. 
Answers re- 


eelved and tabulated indicate (that 
there has been a. reduction in losses 
from cholera of over 72 per cent, and 
an increase of over 160 per cent in 
swine production, due to the protec- 
tion offered by the immunization of 
the animals.

One successful way to rid poultry 


bouses of rnites is to use a roosting 
pole that will harbor them during the 
day, so that it can be soaked with hot 
water to destroy them. The roost 
shown provides a place on the under- 
side where they may hide. It consists 
of a lath held under the roost with 
small nails to make the hiding place 
inviting for them 
You simply lift 


the roost from the holders, slightly 
loosen the piece.s of lath, and pour 
boiling water between the lath and 
the roosts. This will kill all vermin 
and destroy any eggs that may be 
there. The roosts will quickly dry if 
the water is hot. 


In this way a poultry house can be 


completely eiem-ed of all blood-muckers

Is Harmful—Dispose of Carcasses 


of Dead Fowls. 


BRONCHITIS IN LITTLE PIGS 


Not Much Can Be Done in Way of 


Treatment—Damp, Cold Pens Are 


Cause of Trouble. 


Bronchitis most commonly occurs In 


young pigs. Matured hogs are seldom 
troubled with it. 
If it attacks very 


young pigs it often proves fatal, but 
pigs two or three months old will gen- 
erally survive, though their growth 
may be seriously interfered with. The 
disease Is accompanied by a distrens- 
ing cough, which usually disappears 
with the advent of warm weather and 
outdoor exercise. Little can be done 
In the way of trcntment. Dry pens 
free from drafts, nourishing feed and 
as much exercise as possible are the 
principal points to be observed. Damp, 
cold pens are the most common cause 
of this trouble. 


Carcasses of dead fowls if not prop- 


erly disposed of will decay rapidly in 
hot weather. The by-products of pu- 
trefying ba-creria, accumulating rapid- 
ly, attack the digestive systems of any 
chicks which are rnsh enough to eat 
their 
unfortunate brothers. When 


enough of the decaying flesh is eaten 
by the birds, ptomaine poisoning re- 
sults.

KEEPING CATTLE AND SWINE 


It Remains to Be Determined What 


Are Most Common and Best- 


Paying Propositions. 


The keeping of cattle and of swine 


appear to be almost inseparable opera- 
tions. This fact is being brought out 
in the returns of the "Better Sires— 
Better Stock" crusade of the agricul- 
tural colleges, the United States de- 
partment of agriculture and co-operat- 
ing agencies. 
This general 
practice 


has long been known, but much more 
definite information is being gathered, 
and the purpose is to extend it to such 
an extent as to determine the relation- j 
ships among all meat animals. 


If nearly every man who keeps cat- 


tle also keeps hogs, and if nearly every 
man who keeps hogs also keeps cattle, 
the inevitable conclusion is that the 
combination 
pays, 
especially when 


purebred sires are used. But it re- 
mains to be determined what are the 
most common and the best-paying pro- 
portions. The same thing applies also 
to combinations of cattle and «heep or 
swine and sheep, or cattle and sheep 
and swme. 
One benefit of thjp work 


will be that it will enable the man of 
small personal experience to 
avail 


himself of the wide experience of a 
great number of men in working out 
the combinations of meat animals that 
he will carry on his farm.

MAINTAIN ROAD AFTER BUILT 


Improper Methods Have Placed Eco- 


nomical Types In Disrepute, 


Says Colorado Expert. 


Prof. B. B. House of the Colorado 


Agricultural College is a firm believer 
in the importance of maintaining a 
road after It is built. He supplies the 
following, taken from The Engineer- 
ing News-Record, and says of it "It Is 
so true and hits the nail so squarely 
that I quote it direct": 


"The tendency in road improvement 


is to select type--: of roads which re- 
quire very little annual maintenance. 
The general 
feeling among laymen 


seems to be that when a road surface 
requires some annual maintenance to 
keep it in good shape, it is an expen- 
sive type and should be avoided. Yet, 
If the interest on investment and the 
repairs are taken into consideration, 
the cheaper wearing surface may In 
many cases prove to be the more sat- 
isfactory and economical. 


"It Is not uncommon to see roads of 


a good type constructed and then, 
after they begin to show signs of wear, 
to see them neglected entirely or somo 
method of repair or maintenance im- 
posed which has been found by long 
practice to be defective. When we see 
mud holes in earth roads filled witb 
riprap, crushed stone or cinders, it 1» 
not the engineer's fault that an enor- 
mous price is paid for the repair mate- 
rial; the road engineer knows that 
proper drainage, and repairing -wltW 
earth from the side of the road, are, 
the economical methods of mainte- 
nance. 


"Old gravel and macadam roads are^ 


often repaired by filling ruts and tie-, 
pressions with inferior material thnC 
is readily displaced by traffic or" 
ground to dust. Bituminous surfaces 
are often patched, if patched at alU 
with loose stone or gravel, and in somo'

streets and roads recently inspected;

"When careless methods of this kind 


are applied to the maintenance ojrf 
public highways, the result is that % a 
good type of road is made to appenrj. 
unsatisfactory and uneconomical, and, 
road improvement is discouraged—* 
particularly the cheaper types of Jmj 
provem ent, which in most localities an* 
the best if properly Maintained. It la. 
the utter neglect of maintenance and 
the many improper methods of repair' 
that have molded public sentiment 
against types of roads requiring an-\ 
nual maintenance, and have lefl 
promoters and officials, to 
many economical types."
